The Ilouck trial with all Ita discom- 
fort and labor is over and tbe question 
of another trial is being argued by 
tbe people. Tbe motion for a new 
trial will be beard next Friday and 
tbe public is even now divided as to 
tbe probable outcome of tbe argu- 
ment. Opinions are fully expressed, 
bat tbe parties wbo are most interest- 
ed bave nothing to say and no predic- 
tions come from that quarter. This 
adds interest to tbe situation and 
keeps alive tbe sentiment for and 
against tbe accused. 
George Houck is in a new steel cell 


in the county jaiL After tbe verdict 
liad been read, and J udge Wlckham 
had ordered the sheriff to take charge 
of tbe prisoner, tbat official produced 
bis nippers, quickly placed them on 
tbe prisoner's wrist and together they 
walked out of the courtroom. Houck 
turned neither to left nor right but 
walked on as though he was going to 
his doom. He said not a word, but it 
was plain to all who were near him 
that he was nervous. 
His attorneys 
also arose and left the courtroom 
with bim.going to tbe jail where they 
remained for a'short time. 
In tbe morning Houck's wife and 
three daughters bad come into court 
and taken their places beside him. 
When the verdict was announced bis 
face paled, but his only relative in the 
room at that time was his brother 
and tbe faithful wife and little Demp- 
sey did not bear from the lips Of tbe 
clerk that they had probably saved 
tbe life of the husband and father. 
Mrs. Ilouck and the children went 


to tbe jail soon after tbe attorneys 
left and remained with Houck some 
time. He was distressed but spoke 
encouragingly of & new trial. He is 
not a cheerful man in manner and the 
trial has had its effect, but be has not 
given up all hope of acquittal. 
It is stated that the jury took three 
ballots before the verdict was reach- 
ed, but nothing further regarding 
their deliberations is known.

Judge Wlckham read his charge to 
the jury. It was fair and impartial 
and covered the case. He defined tbe 
various degrees of murder and dwelt 
at some length on the first and se- 
cond. Of them he said: 
"Malice may be inferred from the act 


of killing but there is no prsumption 
rom such act that it was done with 
deliberation and premeditation. The 
atter evidence must be proven by af- 
firmative evidence. To premeditate 
and deliberate means to plan ' or fix 
upon an act or deed, or to think about 
t beforehand, and then to weigh or 
consider 01 turn it over in the mind. 
[t involves an operation of the mind. 
To do or not to do, is the question; 
.urn it over in the mind, consider it," 
reflect upon it and then act- That "is 
what is meant by premeditation and 
deliberation. Tbe law fixes no time 
during which premeditation and de- 
liberation stall take place. It is not 
necessary that it exist for any partic- 
ular length of time, except sufficient 
lime therefor before tbe act of killing. 
"The jury must be satisfied that the 
defendant had formed a purpose to 
kill, bad deliberated and reflected up- 
on it: the killing must bave been an 
act of deliberate and premeditated 
malice. Is yon find, therefore, gentle- 
men of tbe jury, from the evidence in 
this case, and beyond a reasonable 
doubt, that (1) Sarah Jane Hess was 
a living person; (2) that she was killed 
by some person other than herself; 
.3) that the defendant killed her: (4) 
Lbat he killed her in the county of 
Knox and state of Ohio; (5) that be 
killed her on or about the 10th day of 
March, 1901: (6) that be killed her un- 
lawfully:^) that he killed her purpose- 
ly; (8) that he killed her maliciously; 
and{9) that he killed her with deliber- 
ation and premeditation, he would be 
guilty of murder in the first degree, 
under tbe first count of the indict- 
ment and such should be your verdict. 
But unless you do find each and all 
tbe facts and elements to exist as I 
bave enumerated them, and so find 
beyond a reasonable doubt, he would 
not be guilty of murder in the first 
degree under the first count of tbe in- 
dictment." 
As I nave already told yon. the 
charge of murder in tbe first degree 
includes crimes of a lesser grade. The 
first in order of their magnitude after 
murder in tbe first degree, is murder 
in the second degree. If you do not 
find tbe defendant guilty of murder 
in tbe first degree under the first 
count of tbe indictment from the evi- 
dence, you may ind biro guilty of 
murder in the second degree. Murder 
in tbe second degree is tbe killing of 
a human being unlawfully, purposely 
and maliciously. You will observe 
tbat tbe difference between murder 
in the first degree and murder in tbe 
second degree is tbe element of delib- 
eration and premeditation.lt is want- 
ing in murder in tbe second degree. 
All tbe otber elements of murder in 
tbe second degree are tbe same as 
murder in tbe first degree and in de- 
termining whether tbe defendant is 
gailty of tbis grade of crime under 
tbe first count of tbe indictment, you 
atiould apply tbe same deBnitfons and 
tnstrocttOM tbat I nave given you for 
UM subject of nurder tn tbe first de-

A brave soklier gave up bis life up- 
on the altar of his country when the 
spirit or Walter B. BOM left it* pain- 
racked frame of clay and went to the 
God who gave it. 
The news reached Coshocton Sun- 
day in a menage to hb brother, J. J. 
Rose. It was terse and simply said 
that Walter had died at a hospital in 
£an Francisco and had been buried 
Saturday. But behind those few 
words wasastory of heroism and bard- 
ship. a narrative his brothers can re- 
call with pride when time has temp- 
ered with gentle hand the (trier they 
cannot but feel. 
Waiter Rose was known to almost 
everyone In this community and his 
popularity was nerer questioned. The 
roungestof a family of six brothers be 
was made their especial charge, and 
Tor a number of years was employed in 
the store of the Rose Bi others Furni- 
ture company. He tbcnwent to Tex- 
as, and when the Spanish war tired 
the country be enlisted m the Third 
Texas rangers and ser e»l throughout 
the campaign, lie won the confidence 
of his officers, and at the close of the 
ampaign his captain wrote to J. J. 
Bose a most flattering testimonial 
Hiding with the statement that he 
lad served with credit to his country 
and honor to himself. 
Private Ruse then becanre a mem- 
ber of the regular army, enlisting in 
the Thirty-third infantry. The com- 
mand was ordered to the Philippines. 
and saw hard service. He was pres- 
ent when brave 
Major Logan, of 
Youngstown.was killed, and saw much 
active service in the hardest part or 
lie campaign. 
When Colonel Hare set out to rescue 
jentenant Gilmore and his brave lit 
tie band of sailors from the clutches 
of the Filipinos he picked the men 
who were to accompany him. Private 
•tose had 
his 
confidence, 
and 
was chosen as orderly trumpeter. 
The terrible ordeal through which the 
company passed has not been forgot- 
«n by the 
American public, and 
,hose who know Walter Rose can well 
relieve he bore his part like a man 
and shirked no duty. 
Gilmore was found and returned to 
civilization, and the brave boys who 
bad penetrated the tropical forest and 
saved him were honored in the Philip- 
pines and in the United States. 
But days and ni^bte of exposure 
and the terrible climate had-tbeir in- 
fluence on Walter Rose. 
His health 
gave way and when it was establish- 
ed that he was very ill he was return- 
ed to the United States. He arrived 
n San Francisco a short time ago in 
desperate condition and was taken to 
a hospital where be was given every 
attention. A letter wa» sent here to 
his brothers in which be said he was 
etting along as well as he could ex- 
>ect. But the disease made rapid 
lead way and he died of tuberculosis 
of tbe bowels. 
Private Rose is survived by his 
jrotbers. J. J. Rose. Marion Rose and 
ifidward Rose, of this citv; Anthony 
Jose, of Salida, Col.; Frank "Base, of 
Syracuse, Kan.

Summoned His Host. 


SUSPECTED A PLOT TO KIDNAP HIM. 


9Tk* Modern Elijah Declared That 


Pfcjllcliuu Would Spirit Hint Away 
mmA Beat Him Until He Becomes 
Insane—Doesn't IJJE* Being Called 
A Paranoiac. 
Chicago, June 17.—There is a ne-nr 


agitation in Bowie's Zioa. During his 
meeting at the tabernacle, Dr. Dovrie, 
OTerseer, claimed that certain physi- 
cians of this city had formed a plot 
to kidnap him, lock him in a detention 
hospital and beat him on the head 
and back till he should lose all his rea- 
soning powers and become really in- 
sane. He said that the kidnaping 
might take place after his service and 
he called a special private meeting of 
the male members of Zion to take 
steps to help the Zion guard in pro- 
tecting h<"> 
He also made threats 


against the physicians, saving tfhat he 
would do them, as he thought they 
were trying to do him, unless they 
let him alone and stop calling him a 
paranoiac. "With all this Dowie -re- 
peated continually his pretensions to 
be Elijah—reincarnated, making way 
for the end of the world, and he inci- 
dentally laid claim to immortality un- 
til his wort is accomplished. 


"I have special information," shout- 


ed the general overseer to his follow- 
ers, "that a law has just been juggled 
with special reference to me. Those 
doctors have fixed it so that an insan- 
ity complaint does not have to come 
from a relative now. but may come 
from any man who says he acts is 
public interest. Do you know what 
this means? It comes from the same 
men who are calling me a paranoiac. 
It means they are going to kidnap me. 
They win try to get me some night. 
They win carry me to a hospital and 
bind me hand and foot. Then they 
•will beat me and torture me till they 
make me insane. That's" what they 
will do, the fiends* the scoundrels! I 
say to Zion, 'On guard:* I want every 
member of Zion and every male mem- 
ber especially to remain after this 
service and plan with me how to pro- 
tect ourselves from these scoundrels 
and thieves. The emergency is great.'

among 10.000 specimens. What we know 
is overwhelmed by what we do not know. 
What the botanist knows about the flow- 
er is not more wonderful than the things 
he does not know about the flower. What 
the geologist knows about the rocks is 
not more amazing than the things which 
be does not know about them. 
The 


worlds that bave been counted are only 
a small regiment of the armies of light, 
the hosts of heaven, which have never 
passed ia review before mortal vjaion- 
What a God we have!

wisdom and power and says: "Ix>, these 
•Are part* of his ways. But bow little a 
portion is heard of him? Bnt the thunder 
of his power who can understand?" 


So every system of theology has at- 


tempted to describe and define the divine 
attribute of love. 
Easy enough is it to 


define fatherly love, motherly love, conju- 
gal love, fraternal love, sisterly love and 
love of country, but the love of God de- 
fies all vocabulary. For many hundreds 
of years poets have tried to sing it and 
painters bave tried to sketch it and min- 
isters of the gospel to preach it and mar- 
tyrs in the fire and Christians on their 
deathbeds have extolled it, and we can 
tell what it is like, bnt no one has yet 
fully told what it is. Men speak of the 
love of God as though it were first felt 
between the pointing of the Bethlehem 
star and the pounding of the crucifixion 
hammer- Bnt no!

Tbe nature of God never changes, and 


from all eternity that holy passion glow- 
ed in tbe Infinite, and I think he was 
throwing out worlds into space and in- 
habiting them and more worlds for the 
application of that love. 
He may not 


have told the other worlds what he did 
for this world, as be has not told us what 
he did for them. I think the love of God 
was demonstrated in mightier worlds be- 
fore our little world was fitted up for hu- 
man residence. Will a man owning 50,- 
000 acres of land pot all 'the cultivation 
on a half acre? Will God make a million 
worlds and put his chief affection on one 
small planet? Are tbe other worlds and 
larger worlds standing vacant, uninhab- 
ited, while this little wor!d is crowded 
with inhabitants?
